EDITORIAL — 


“Self Evident Truths’ Need Revival 
Of Old Time Fourth Of July Oratory 


One thing this nation needs is a revival of the old time Fourth 
of. July orator, who waved the flag and expounded on the Declaga- 
tion of Independence, the Bill of Rights and the great individual free- 
doms that we Americans enjoy “from the rock bound coast, of Maine 
to the sunny shores of California." 

Today we smile at the old-fashioned orator and his hour-and-a- 
half talk that highlighted the biggest community celebration of the 
year on the Fourth of July — today very few communities even take 
time to observe the Fourth, other than to close the stores so that 
everyone can git goin’ someplace for the holiday. 

But with all kinds of “'new" ideas being kicked around these days, 
we could stand a shot or two of the Fourth of July oratory that pre- 
vailed in the "old days", for we are prone to forget about the dream 
of the centuries that have become the accepted rights of man in our 

& system of American government. 

We can't match the orator of the past, but we can submit the 
material that he used ag his subject. We herewith do just that with 
the hope that you will read on.— slowly and thoughtfully, comparing, 
as you read, the meaning of great thoughts to our application of those 
thoughts today. 

From the first paragraph of the Declaration of Independence: 

"We hold these truths to be self evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalien- 
able rights, that among these are life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness. That to secure these rights, governments are instituted among 
men, deriving their just powers from the consent of the governed." 

And then from the Bill of Rights: 

"Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of re- 
ligion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridging the free- 
dom of speech or of the press; or the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble and to petition the government for a redress of griev- 
ances. 

"  . . The right of the people to keep and bear arms shall not be in- 
fringed . .,.The right of the people to be secure jn their persons, 
houses, papers and effects, against unreasonable searches and seiz- 
ures, shall not be violated, and no warrant shall be issued but upon 
probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation, and particularly 
describing the place to be searched and the persons or things to be 
seized. z 

"No person shall be held'to answer for a capital or other in- 
famous crime unless on a presentment or indictment of a grand jury . -. 
nor shall any person be subject for the same offense to be twice put 
in jeopardy of life or limb; nor shall be compelled in any criminal 
case to be a witness against himself, nor be deprived of life, liberty 
or property without due process of law; nor shall private property be 
taken for public use without just compensation. 

"In all criminal prosecutions the accused shall enjoy the right to 
speedy and public trial, by an impartial jury . . . (he ll have the 
‘ right) to be confronted with the witnesses against him; to have com- 
rocess for obtaining witnesses in his favor and to have the 
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assistance of counsel for his

SACRAMENTO, July 4 — Ag- 
gregate cash receipts from farm 
marketing of livestock and poul- 
try, and their related products in 
California during 1956, totaled 
$986 million, four per cent above 
1955 and. the highest figure on 
record since 1952, according to a 
summary by the California Crop 
and Livestock Reporting service. 

Substantial increases in farm in- 
come compared to a year earlier 
were recorded for cattle, calves, 
milk, cream and turkeys, while 
lesser increases were shown for 
sheep, lambs, honey and bees wax. 

Lower prices for chickens and 
eggs resulted in lower cash re- 
ceipts. to state producers, even 
though total production was high- 
er than in the previous year. Cash 
income from sale of hogs and wool .

Electronic 
Rain Gauges 
In Mountains 


PORTERVILLE, July 4 — Mod- 
ern approach to the keeping of 
weather records in the high Sierra 
country is seen in the placing of 
electronic rain gauges at five lo- 
cations in the mountains. 


The gauges will be placed near 
Kernville, on the south, to the 
South American lake area on the 
north. The equipment is being 
installed by the Philco company 
for the U.S. army engineers. 

Contract to pack the equipment 
to the mountain locations has 
been awarded to Clark Wicks, 
whose pack station is located at 
Shake camp. 


Eighteen head of pack stock 
will be required to carry the ma- 
terial that is needed for each rain 
measurement station. Installation 
work will be done during the 
summer. 


RALPH WORRELL, of Visalia, who 
has resigned from the Agricultural 
Extension service to open an Agri- 
cultural Consultant and Farm 
Property Management service. 
Worrell has been with the Exten- 
sion service in Tulare county for 19 
years, serving as director of exten- 
sion for a period of five years. 
With the cooperation of county 
livestock men he pioneered the 
county range improvement pro- 
gram, setting up procedures that 
have been utilized in other coun- 
ties throughout California.

This 
early stress is noted as a color 
change — the immatur® leaves 
at the top of the plants turn dark. 

Although there appears to be 
available moisture in ‘the root 
zone ‘when signs of stress appears, 
the bean plants may.. not be able 
to take up enough moisture for 
proper growth because of their in; 
efficient root system.

Proper Timing 
Of Alfalfa Cutting 


Lowers Aphid Damage 
By William R. Sallee 


Farm. Advisor 
VISALIA, July 4 — Spotted Al- 


falfa Aphid damage can be reduc- 
ed in fields by cutting the hay at 
the one-tenth bloom stage, Agron- 
omist Luther G. Jones told grow- 
ers at the recent Spring Agronomy 
Field day at the University of 
California, Davis. 

This cutting stage also produc- 
es the highest yields of digestible 
protein and total digestible nu- 
trients, he said. 

Damage caused by the aphid 
was more severe in the pre-bud 
and full-bud cutting intervals 
than in the one-tenth bloom stage, 
said the Davis agronomist. In the 
stands cut at short intervals, the 
aphids continue to build up on 
the residue of green leaves and 
stubble. However, in the one- 
tenth bloom stage of cutting, 
there is little green leaf residue 
left, and the aphids die from star- 
vation or exposure to the hot sun. 

In stands cut at one-half “ploom 
or older, recurrent growth from 
the alfalfa crowns, one to four 
inches high, provides food. and 
protection for the aphids to build 
up to damaging population. 

Cutting at the one-tenth bloom 
stage also benefits the root and 
crown growth of the plants and 
reduces weeds in alfalfa fields,

VISALIA, July 4 — Moderate 
severe populations of the Spotted 
Alfalfa aphid were found in al- 
falfa fields throughout the county 
in May. Due to favorable wea- 
ther conditions, fungus disease 
and lady bird bettles built up rap- 
idly in the fields gnd reduced the 
aphid population to low numbers 
by the first of June. In general, 
these natural controls kept the 
aphid under control throughout 
the month of June. However, at 
the present time the Spotted Al- 
falfa aphid population seems to 
be building up again, primarily 
due to low humidity and the lack 
“dt morning dew. Also, the lady 
bird beetle population appears to 
be less than it was two weeks ago. 

Since the fungus is well establish- 
ed in the alfalfa fields and the 
predator populations (lady bird 
beetles, lace ‘wings and Erigone 
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more than its share of regional 
fish and game managers, Law- 
rence H..Cloyd, Sacramento, to 
take office in Fresno on August 1, 
being the fourth since the depart-

A high moisture level in the 
field, as a result of light frequent 
irrigation, provides the best con- 
ditions for the fungus. Hay al- 
lowed to stress from lack of mois- 
ture can result in a rapid build 
up of the aphid. A new publica- 
tion available at the Farm Advi- 
sors office in Visalia, gives cur- 
rent information on the control of 
this serious alfalfa pest.

In Checking Olive 
ecking Oliv 
By Karl W. Opitz. 
Farm Advisor 

VISALIA, July 4 — ‘‘An ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure’ still goes as a good rule 
in avoiding verticillium wilt in 
olive groves. As yet, there is no 
commercially available treatment 
that will destroy the verticillium 
fungus without killing olive trees 
affected with the disease. 

The best insurance that olive 
trees will not contract this dis- 
ease is to be,certain that no ver- 
ticillium susceptible crops such as 
cotton and tomatoes, are grown 
on land that is planted or will be 
planted to olives. Debris from 
plants that have been infected 
with verticilllum may contain 
large quantities of sclerotia 
(small bits of dormant fungus) 
which are likely to cause branch 
wilt of olive trees. : 

Olive verticilliosis is usually 
characterized by a sudden wilting 
of a large branch — or even the 
entire top of the tree. This most 
frequently occurs when the tree 
is in bloom or with small fruit. 
Wilted branches occasionally re- 
cover, making it inadvisable to 
remove the affected branches, un- 
til the extent of the dead area can 
be definitely determined. Usu- 
ally by late summer the dead 
limbs or twigs can be cut away 
and burned. 

Unfortunately this treatment 
does not get at the source of the 
trouble which is the fungus exist- 
ing in the soil. When conditions 
for growth of the fungus again 
becomes favorable other branches 
may wilt and die. Until some 
means of successfully treating af- 
fected trees is found, preventing 
re-contamination by infective 
agents is the best insurance 
against trouble with this fungus.

Non-tillage or clean culture will 
help to prevent a build up of the 
organism in old. groves. 

Although Verticillium albo- 
atrum affects over 200 kinds of 
plants, it is not generally serious 
in an area until a susceptible crop 
is grown. This causes an increase 


of the infective material to the 


point where damage to succeeding 
crops of susceptible plants is much 
more certain when conditions be- 
come favorable to growth of the 
fungus. Olive growers planning 
to use old cotton, vegetable, or 
melon land for new planting, 
should grow non-susceptible crops 
such as, corn, milo, wheat or bar- 
ley, for several years prior to 
planting new orchards.

Association Growers. 
Get 1956 Payment 


PORTERVILLE, July 4 — Ap- 
proximately. $4,167,000 in tenta- 
tive final payments on 1956 crop 
dried fruits was distributed to 
grower-members of the California 
Prune and Apricot Growers asso- 
ciation on July 2, according to Di- 
rector Frank Pratt, of Porterville, 
representing the Visalia Prune 
and Apricot association. This dis- 
tribution increased to almost $18 
million the returns made in cash 
and equities to its members thus 
far on 1956 crops by the Associa- 
tion.

Natural.Gas From 
Valley To Southland 
LOS ANGELBS, July 4—South- 
ern California Edison company 
has announced that its subsidiary, 
Edison Securities company, is 


|ready to begin construction of a 


136-mile natural gas pipeline 
from the San Joaquin valley to 
the Los Angeles harbor area — a 
$24,000,000 dual purpose project” 
aimed at reducing smog and pro- 
viding vitally needed fuel for ex- 
panded electric power facilities. 

Franchise proceedings are un- 
der way in cities along the proj- 
ected route of the pipeline, and 
séctions of the pipe already have 
begun to arrive, according to 
James F. Davenport, executive 
vice president of the Edison Com- 
pany. : 

Construction will begin, as soon 
as the necessary franchises are 
granted, Davénport said. The 
pipeline is expected to be com- 
pleted early in 1958.

was below the previous year. 


There was little change in the 
overall level of cattle and calves 
on farms during the past year. 
The January 1, 1957 estimate of 
3,870,000 head was only 7,000 
head above a year earlier. Milk 
cow population was maintained at 
927,000 head — unchanged from 
the record high of 1956. 

Beef cow numbers at 873,000 
head set a new record and con- 
tinued an expansion which began 
about 10 years ago. Although 
there were more cows and heif- 
ers two years old and older on 
farms at the beginning of the 
year, a lower calf crop percent- 
age gave the state a slightly lower 
calf crop in-1956. A total of 1,- 
291,000 cattle and calves were 
marketed from California feedlots 
during the year — 4 percent few- 
er than a year earlier. 

’ Milk production in 1956 at 7,- 
310 million pounds surpassed the 
previous record in 1955 by 1 per- 
cent. This was accomplished by 
the same number of cows as were 
on-hand a year earlier as prodtc- 
tion -—per cow reached a record 
level of 8,600 pounds. 

Stock sheep numbers during the 
year dropped off 4 percent from 
the level that had been maintain- 
ed during the past several years. 
Breeding ewes were down 6 per- 
cent while ewe lambs were up 6 
percent or 12,000 head. Winter 
feeding of sheep and. lambs in 
California continued to expand 
with 352,000 head on feed Janu- 
ary 1, 1957. :

The production of eggs, turkeys 
and commercial broilers during 
the year was larger than in 1955. 
All of these products brought low- 
er average prices than a year ear- 
lier. There were 867,000 ‘fewer 
farm chickens raised than a year 
earlier. 

Livestock slaughter plants in 
California during 1956 slaughter- 
ed 6 percent more cattle than a 
year earlier, 4 percent more calves 
6 percent more hogs but 1 percent 
fewer sheep and lambs. This re- 
sulted in the production of 7 per- 
cent more beef than’ in 1955, 5 
percent more veal, 4 percent 
more pork, but 2 percent less mut- 
ton and lamb. The combined 
total meat production of 1,992,- 
000,000 pounds in 1956 was 6 per- 
cent more than in 1955.
